"To  Serve  Tomorrow"  Campaign  Secures  $500,000 
NEH  Challenge  Grant  for  Young  Center; 

follows  trend  of  corporate  and  foundation  support

Elizabethtown  College  was  one  of  17  U.S.  cultural  institutions 
to  receive  a National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  (NEH) 
Challenge  Grant  this  year.  Elizabethtown’s  $500,000  award  will 
be  used  to  create  an  endowment  that  will  support  and  expand  the 
work  of  the  College’s 
Young  Center  for 
Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
Studies. 

This  grant  is  the 
latest  of  several  signifi- 
cant contributions 
to  the  “To  Serve 
Tomorrow”  campaign 
that  have  come  from 
corporate  and  founda- 
tion sources. 

An  internationally 
renowned  center  for 
scholarly  research,  the 
Young  Center  supports 
the  study,  research  and 
interpretation  of  the  Brethren  and  related  Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
groups  and  interprets  it  through  exhibits,  musical  and  dramatic 
performances,  lectures,  workshops,  undergraduate  courses,  field 
trips  and  conferences.  David  Eller,  a professor  of  history  and 
religion,  is  the  director  of  the  Center. 

“This  will  help  ensure  that  future  generations  of  students 
and  scholars  learn  more  about  the  founding  ideals  of  Elizabeth- 
town College’s  Brethren  heritage — peace,  integrity  and  social 
justice,”  says  College  president  Ted  Long.  “As  we  strive  to 
educate  men  and  women  for  lives  of  service  as  teachers,  doctors, 
scientists,  lawyers,  scholars  and  entrepreneurs,  the  creation  of 
this  endowment  provides  a unique  way  for  the  Young  Center 
to  impact  a greater  number  of  students.” 

More  than  50  scholars  both  on  and  off  campus  as  well  as 
directors  of  humanities  organizations  supported  the  Young  Center’s 
grant  application,  which  was  funded  in  the  first  round  of  review. 
The  Challenge  Grant  requires  a 4:1  contribution  in  matching 
funds.  Elizabethtown  College  will  need  to  raise  an  additional  $2 
million  for  a total  endowment  of  $2.5  million,  which  will  be  used 
to  create  an  endowed  faculty  chair  in  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  stud- 
ies, enhance  the  Young  Center’s  Visiting  Fellows  Program  and 
expand  its  collection  of  books  and  archival  materials. 

The  NEH  Chair  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies  will  be 
devoted  to  full-time  teaching,  research  and  scholarship.  The  first 
scholar  to  hold  this  chair  will  be  Elizabethtown  College  Senior 
Fellow  and  Distinguished  College  Professor  Donald  Kraybill. 

Nationally  recognized  for  his  scholarship  on  Anabaptist 
groups,  Kraybill  is  the  author  or  editor  of  more  than  18  books 
and  dozens  of  professional  articles.  His  books  have  been  translat- 
ed into  six  different  languages.  Kraybill’s  research  on  Anabaptist 
groups  has  been  featured  in  magazines,  newspapers,  and  on  radio 
and  television  programs  across  the  United  States  and  in  many 
foreign  countries  including  Great  Britain,  Germany,  the 
Netherlands,  France,  Australia  and  Japan. 

The  grant  will  allow  Kraybill  to  create  new  courses  related 
to  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  studies;  increase  student  interest  in 
Anabaptist  and  Pietist  studies;  conduct  research  on  the  develop- 
ment of  these  communities  in  North  America;  publish  books  and 
articles;  enhance  the  public  programs  on  Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
heritage  through  conferences,  lectures  and  exhibits;  provide 
greater  assistance  to  public  media  seeking  information  about 


these  groups;  and  develop  a website  highlighting  the  abundant 
resources  of  the  Young  Center. 

The  NEH  grant  will  also  enhance  the  Young  Center’s 
Visiting  Fellows  Program  and  expand  its  collection  of  books  and 

archival  materials.  Young 
Center  fellows  typically 
spend  one  semester  at  the 
Center  pursuing  research 
related  to  the  faith,  history 
and  culture  of  Anabaptist 
and/or  Pietist  movements. 
The  Center  provides  office 
space,  support  services, 
access  to  library  holdings 
and  a modest  stipend 
toward  housing  and  travel 
expenses.  Fellows  typically 
teach  a seminar,  present  a 
public  lecture  or  organize 
an  interpretive  event  during 
the  period  of  residency. 

Since  1987,  the  Young  Center  has  assisted  scholars  in  the 
publication  of  some  35  scholarly  books,  supported  30  visiting 
scholars,  organized  18  national  conferences,  presented  more 
than  100  public  lectures  and  organized  many  exhibits  and  other 
special  events. 

“This  endorsement  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  and  the  endowment  fund  itself  will  strengthen  the 
program  offerings  and  scholarship  of  the  Young  Center  and 
solidify  its  standing  as  one  of  the  leading  research  institutes  in 
the  nation  for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  groups,”  Kraybill  said. 

Earlier  in  this  year,  the  College  was  awarded  a $15,000  grant 
to  create  a dialogue  group  that  will  explore  the  dynamic  interface 
between  religion  and  science.  The  Elizabethtown  College  Center 
for  Science  and  Religion  (ECCSR)  will  be  created  through  the 
three-year  grant  from  The  Local  Societies  Initiative  (LSI)  of  the 
Metanexus  Institute  of  Philadelphia.  Elizabethtown  College  will 
provide  $15,000  in  matching  funds  for  the  project. 

ECCSR  will  be  a society  devoted  to  a multidisciplinary, 
constructive  and  rigorous  dialogue  in  the  field  of  science  and 
religion,  according  to  associate  professor  of  philosophy  Michael 
Silberstein,  director  of  the  Center. 

“ECCSR  is  a multidisciplinary  group  consisting  of  members 
from  academic  disciplines  such  as  philosophy,  physics  and  astron- 
omy, psychology,  chemistry,  and  biology,”  he  says.  “The  Center 
will  also  be  networked  with  external  religion  and  science  scholars 
at  other  Brethren  colleges  with  which  Elizabethtown  College  is 
intimately  linked,  such  as  Messiah  College.” 

In  addition  to  regular  local  meetings  of  core  members  and 
campuswide  events,  the  ECCSR,  often  in  conjunction  with  other 
institutions,  will  devote  itself  to  public  lectures  and  forums  on 
major  topics  in  the  field  of  religion  and  science.  While  the  Center 
will  be  concerned  with  a number  of  diverse  issues  in  the  interface 
of  religion  and  science,  Silberstein  said,  its  primary  focus  will 
be  on  the  issue  of  reconciliation  between  the  religious  and  the 
scientific  worldviews. 

The  Center  takes  as  its  guiding  principle  the  words  of  Alfred 
North  Whitehead,  according  to  Silberstein.  “When  we  consider 
what  religion  is  for  mankind,  and  what  science  is,  it  is  no  exag- 
geration to  say  that  the  future  course  of  history  depends  upon  the 
decision  of  this  generation  as  to  the  relations  between  them.”

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The  Long  View 

Seven  years  ago,  Elizabethtown  College  embarked  on  a 
strategic  planning  process.  Our  ambitious  charge  was 
to  re-imagine  higher  education,  to  rejuvenate  our  own 
enterprise,  and  to  reposition  Elizabethtown  on  more  stable 
and  secure  foundations  to  face  a challenging  21st  century 
marketplace.  That  effort,  under  the  stewardship  of  the 
then-provost  Ron  McAllister,  involved  dozens  of  faculty, 
staff,  trustees,  alumni,  and  students.  Through  that  process 
we  reaffirmed  the  College’s  historic  mission,  produced  a 
vision  statement,  articulated  our  core  institutional  values, 
identified  seven  strategic  issues,  and  set  22  first-priority 
objectives  to  ensure  that  Elizabethtown  College  would 
continue  to  excel  and  deliver  on  our  promise  of  learning 
at  the  highest  levels  to  students,  faculty,  and  alumni. 

We  did  not  simply  accept  the  plan  and  shelve  it. 
Instead,  the  College  community  breathed  life  into  its  objec- 
tives, and  the  results  have  dramatically  affected  every  aspect 
of  life  at  Elizabethtown.  The  faculty  mobilized  around  several 
initiatives,  including  our  new  Hershey®  Foods  Honors  pro- 
gram, which  is  now  attracting  more  highly  talented  students 
to  the  College,  a revised  core  curriculum,  and  a redesign  of 
faculty  work.  In  addition,  we  have  created  a number  of  new 
majors,  such  as  biotechnology  and  criminal  justice,  we  have 
strengthened  our  faculty  development  programs,  and  we 
have  increased  the  experiential  component  of  our  educational 
program,  including  greater  faculty-student  collaboration  in 
research,  service  learning,  internships,  and  study  abroad. 

The  plan  also  called  for  us  to  explore  a number  of  non- 
traditional  possibilities,  the  most  notable  of  which  was  the 
introduction  of  graduate  programs.  The  faculty  found  this 
possibility  attractive  and  have  approved  three  master’s 
degree  programs  in  Occupational  Therapy  (to  begin  fall, 
2004),  Social  Work  and  Education.  We  have  also  signifi- 
cantly expanded  our  Continuing  Education  program  to  serve 
more  students  on  more  sites  with  new  course  designs  espe- 
cially geared  for  the  needs  of  adults.  Continuing  Ed  has  also 
spearedheaded  the  development  of  new  distance  learning 
offerings.  The  College  has  also  become  a learning  environ- 
ment where  technology  is  ubiquitous  and  is  now  used  both 
to  create  imaginative  and  robust  learning  experiences  and 
to  support  our  administrative  functions. 

The  people  of  the  College  have  also  changed.  On 
the  student  side,  our  enrollment  has  expanded,  by  design, 
to  more  than  1,800  undergraduates,  about  a 20  percent 
increase  in  five  years.  At  the  same  time,  the  student  body 
has  become  more  diverse,  with  more  international  students 
and  more  U.S.  students  with  different  cultural  and  religious 
backgrounds.  On  the  faculty  side,  the  number  of  full- 
time faculty  has  grown  by  more  than  20  to  keep  pace  with 
enrollment  growth,  and  owing  to  that  growth  and  numerous 
retirements,  about  half  the  faculty  is  untenured.  The  faculty 
is  now  also  more  highly  qualified,  with  over  90  percent 
holding  the  highest  degree  in  their  field  (compared  to  less 
than  75  percent  eight  years  ago). 

Part  of  the  plan  called  for  us  to  develop  a master  facili- 
ties plan,  which  has  stimulated  significant  enhancement  of 
college  facilities  in  the  last  five  years.  Most  notable,  perhaps, 
is  the  new  Brossman  Commons,  which  created  a true  campus 
center  for  the  first  time.  We  have  built  two  new  apartment 


residences  for  upper-class  students  and  completely  reno- 
vated Brinser  and  Founders  halls,  which  house  more 
than  25  percent  of  our  students.  Athletic  facilities  have 
been  strengthened  with  the  addition  of  a new  track,  a 
new  artificial  turf  field  for  field  hockey  and  lacrosse,  a 
new  softball  field  and  a new  baseball  stadium.  On  the 
drawing  board  are  plans  for  the  Hoover  Center  for 
Business  and  a new  science  facility. 

Seven  years  ago  we  dared  to  dream,  and  the  work 
of  our  faculty  and  staff  have  made  many  of  those  dreams 
come  true.  Indeed,  we  have  transformed  the  institution 
and  have  made  Elizabethtown  even  more  attractive  to 
prospective  students.  But  there  is  still  unfinished  business 
that  promises  even  greater  possibilities  for  our  future. 
Specifically,  this  is  an  opportune  moment  to  consider  in 
greater  detail  than  we  did  before  how  to  extend  our  reach 
and  sharpen  our  strategy  to  establish  a more  distinctive 
identity  for  Elizabethtown  in  the  world  of  small  colleges. 
The  achievements  of  the  past  years  have  put  Elizabeth- 
town on  a new  plateau  that  permits  us  to  envision  and 
to  realize  even  greater  possibilities.  Such  an  effort  is  nec- 
essary because  the  competitive  environment  for  colleges 
such  as  ours  grows  more  demanding  every  year,  and  we 
must  become  stronger  each  year  to  meet  these  challenges. 

Part  of  strengthening  the  College  is  financial,  where 
we  have  already  made  significant  strides.  Since  1998,  we 
have  dramatically  redesigned  our  endowment  manage- 
ment to  create  a portfolio  that  has  outperformed  the 
relevant  benchmarks  and  the  endowments  of  similar  col- 
leges during  that  time.  To  strengthen  the  asset  base  of  the 
institution,  we  have  begun  a program  to  fund  deprecia- 
tion on  our  physical  plant,  which  few  institutions  have 
done,  and  beyond  balancing  our  budget  continuously  for 
a quarter  century,  we  now  also  realize  significantly  larger 
operating  margins  to  enhance  our  plant  reserve  fund. 

To  strengthen  our  program,  this  fall  we  will  renew 
our  planning  process  under  the  leadership  of  new  Provost 
David  Parkyn.  We  will  focus  on  how  we  best  fulfill  and 
exemplify  the  College’s  mission  and  heritage  in  our  cur- 
ricular and  cocurricular  programs,  how  we  best  link  and 
enhance  liberal  and  professional  education,  how  we  artic- 
ulate a clear  and  distinctive  identity  for  the  College,  and 
how  we  can  deliver  educational  outcomes  and  an  inter- 
collegiate experience  that  will  both  attract  students  and 
prepare  them  best  for  life  in  a changing  global  environment. 

To  accomplish  those  aims  will  require  both  imagina- 
tion and  vision,  as  well  as  the  will  and  expertise  to  suc- 
cessfully implement  our  plans  in  the  years  ahead.  I believe 
the  members  of  this  academic  community  are  up  to  the 
task,  and  we  can  expect  exciting  developments  from  this 
effort  as  a result.  I look  forward  to  reporting  to  you  on  our 
progress  in  the  months  and  years  ahead.

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Exceeding  Expectations:  Ari  Hitron  '04

A ri  Hitxon’s  quest  for  education  has  taken  him  from  a filthy 

basement  room,  to  a shelter  for  abused  women  and  chil- 
dren, to  a community  college,  and  finally  to  Elizabethtown 
College. 

The  Howell,  N.J.  resident  graduated  in  May  with  a 
degree  in  mathematics  and  computer  science,  the  Outstanding 
Senior  award  in  mathematics,  and  a 4.0  grade  point  average. 
He  has  begun  a doctoratal  program  in  mathematics  at  the 
State  University  of  New  York  (SUNY)  Stony  Brook,  where 
he  has  been  awarded  a full  tuition  scholarship  and  a teaching 
assistantship. 

The  story  of  Hitron’s  fight  for  education  earned  him  the 
College’s  Exceeding  Expectations  Award,  which  recognizes  the 
achievements  of  a graduating  senior  who  has  faced  challenges 
and  overcome  difficult  life  circumstances  to  pursue  his  or  her 
education. 

“I  am  a survivor  of  domestic  violence,”  he  wrote  in  his 
nomination  essay  for  the  award.  “As  a young  teenager,  my 
stepfather  assigned  me  to  a windowless,  filthy,  cinderblock 
room  in  the  basement,  where  I was  forced  to  stay.  My  mother 
had  to  bring  me  meals  in  secret  because  he  didn’t  like  her 
wasting  food  on  me.  When  he  returned  from  work  in  the 
evening,  he’d  search  the  trash  cans  for  evidence  of  my  mother 
having  fed  me.” 


Hitron’s  educational  circumstances  weren’t  much  better. 

“I  attended  an  extremely  religious  school,  in  which  traditional 
secular  education  was  looked  down  upon  and  discouraged,”  he 
says.  “Instead,  we  devoted  our  entire  day  to  biblical  studies.  By 
the  time  I dropped  out  of  school  in  10th  grade,  I could  read 
Aramaic  fluently,  but  struggled  with  long  division,  as  I had  not 
been  taught  any  mathematics  beyond  the  fourth-grade  level.” 

Amid  his  mother’s  struggles  to  escape  from  his  stepfather, 
15-year-old  Hitron  was  left  to  care  for  his  younger  siblings. 
There  was  no  time  for  school.  “When  1 was  15,  my  mother 
attempted  to  save  our  family  by  escaping  from  my  stepfather 
with  the  assistance  of  the  county  shelter  for  battered  women 
and  children,"  Hitron  says.  “We  were  penniless.  We  ended  up 
living  in  shelter-sponsored  protective  housing,  and  my  mother 
pursued  restraining  orders  to  protect  us  amid  threats  of  abduc- 
tion. I was  left  to  care  for  my  younger  siblings  as  my  mother 
attempted  to  attain  economic  independence.” 

Determined  to  “to  get  the  education  1 had  been  denied  as 
a child,”  Hitron  sought  out  books  and  began  to  teach  himself 
English,  math,  and  science.  He  later  took  the  test  to  obtain 
his  General  Equivalency  Diploma  (GED) — “a  terrifying  expe- 
rience, but  it  was  the  first  step  of  a wonderful  journey — my 
education,”  he  recalls. 

Armed  with  his  GED  and  still  tied  down  by  enormous 


family  responsi- 
bilities, Hitron 
registered  for 
classes  at  a local 
community  col- 
lege. After  two 
years,  he  says,  the 
situation  at  home 
improved  enough 
, to  allow  him  to 
! transfer  to 
Elizabethtown. 

“Today  I find  myself  on  the  brink  of  graduation,  with 
my  thirst  tor  knowledge  not  quenched  but  only  intensified,” 
Hitron  says.  "One  of  the  few  good  memories  I have  of  my 
childhood  is  of  a play  performed  by  my  first  grade  class.  In  it, 

I played  the  Little  Blue  Engine  That  Could,  chugging  up  an 
impossibly  high  hill,  repeating  my  mantra — ‘I  think  I can,  I 
i think  l can.’  Looking  back,  I see  this  as  symbolic  of  the  years 
I spent  overcoming  difficulties  in  pursuing  my  dream  of  a ful- 
filling education.  1 look  back  at  the  frightened  teenager  enter- 
ing the  classroom  to  take  the  GED  test,  and  I say  to  him:  You 
thought  you  could,  you  thought  you  could — and  you  did."

Business  Department  Enrollment  Soars, 
Announces  Accreditation  Update 


The  College’s  department  of  business  reports  that  its  enroll- 
ment has  increased  from  268  majors  in  2000  to  over  370 
majors  this  fall,  including  90  business  minors,  according 
to  chair  Sean  Melvin.  In  addition,  Melvin 
notes,  the  incoming  freshman  Class  of  2008 
reports  almost  100  students  intending  to  major 
in  business. 

“The  department  sends  letters,  emails,  and 
the  Business  Exchange  newsletter  to  prospective 
students,”  states  Melvin.  “These  students  also 
receive  calls  from  current  students,  alumni, 
and  faculty  as  part  of  a strategy  to  increase  the 
number  and  quality  of  business  students  at 
Elizabethtown  College.” 

Melvin  points  to  the  results  of  their  efforts: 
the  highest  turnout  ever  for  the  department’s 
Business  Expo  and  scholarship  competition  and,

scores  and  class  rank  among  students  enrolled,  especially  in 
the  international  business  and  accounting  programs. 

The  department’s  annual  report  to  their  current  accredit- 
ing agency,  the  Association  of  Collegiate 
Business  Schools  and  Programs,  was 
accepted  in  May,  with  the  department’s 
accreditation  status  continued.  Melvin 
reports  that  the  department  has  decided 
to  also  seek  accreditation  for  a five-year 
period  with  the  American  Assembly  of 
Collegiate  Schools  of  Business. 

“In  conjunction  with  our  depart- 
ment’s strategic  plan  and  the  construction 
of  the  Hoover  Center  for  Business,”  says 
Melvin,  “business  at  Elizabethtown  is 
primed  to  reposition  itself  as  a highly 
competitive,  top-tier  global  business 
program.”

The  research  into  cancer  conducted  by  associate  professor 
of  biology  Jane  Cavender  and  her  Elizabethtown  students 
received  a significant  boost  from  the  National  Institute  of 
Health/National  Cancer  Institute. 

Thanks  to  a $102,295  grant  from  The  Whitaker 
Foundation  Regional  Program  administered  by  The  Greater 
Harrisburg  Foundation,  five  additional  students  were  able 
to  assist  Cavendar  in  her  research  this  summer.  The  grant 
strengthens  the  biology  department’s  student/faculty  research 
program  by  increasing  student  hands-on  investigative  experi- 
ments through  the  purchase  of  equipment,  developing  and 
implementing  a research  outreach  and  management  program, 
and  increasing  to  13  the  number  of  student  summer  research 
stipends. 

“The  grant  from  The  Whitaker  Foundation  Regional 
Program  of  The  Greater  Harrisburg  Foundation  has  allowed  us 
to  strengthen  our  commitment  to  the  hands-on,  experiential 
learning  that  is  the  foundation  of  our  biological  science  teach- 
ing here  at  Elizabethtown,”  says  Cavender,  who  also  serves 
director  of  the  College’s  biotechnology  program. 

Equipment  purchased  through  the  grant  includes  an 
ultracentrifuge  to  separate  biological  molecules  such  as  nucleic 
acids,  and  an  ultraviolet  microscopic  digital  camera  to  capture 
images  from  an  ultraviolet  microscope  for  further  analysis  or 
publication.  This  equipment  is  heavily  utilized  in  student/ 
faculty  research  projects  as  well  as  in  courses  including 


Genetics,  Cell  Biology,  Genomics,  Research  Methodology, 
Developmental  Biology,  Chemotherapeutic  Research,  and 
Huorescent  Microscopy. 

In  addition,  the  grant  provides  funds  to  develop  and 
implement  a program  designed  to  build  excitement  campus- 
wide and  regionally  for  the  sciences  through  speakers,  inter- 
disciplinary research  breakfasts,  the  creation  of  a publication 
of  student  research  endeavors,  and  a research  scholar  event 
during  which  students  give  presentations  on  their  research 
projects. 

The  College  also  received  grants  totaling  $400,000  to 
support  the  design  and  construction  of  the  new  science,  math 
and  engineering  center. 

A $250,000  grant  from  Harrisburg’s  Josiah  W.  and  Bessie 
H.  Kline  Foundation  and  $150,000  grant  from  The  George  I. 
Alden  Trust  will  create  laboratory  space  to  support  the  hands- 
on  research  associated  with  the  academic  programs  to  be 
located  in  the  center. 

“These  grants  will  support  the  construction  of  a building 
to  provide  the  growing  number  of  students  in  our  science, 
math  and  engineering  programs  with  real-world  research 
opportunities,”  says  Long. 

The  construction  of  the  center  will  include  construction 
of  a new  wing  designed  to  house  the  biology  department  as 
well  as  extensive  renovations  to  Musser  and  Esbenshade  halls, 
which  will  house  the  departments  of  chemistry,  occupational 


Freshman  Class  of  2008 
Largest  In  College  History 

The  Admissions  Office  reports  that  the  Class  of  2008 
attracted  the  largest  applicant  pool  ever  (2,904)  resulting 
in  the  largest  first-year  class  ever  (559).  The  College 
expects  to  open  the  2004-05  academic  year  with  a full- 
time enrollment  of  approximately  1,800  students. 

The  Admissions  staff  was  more  selective  in  admitting 
students  to  this  class  than  ever  before  (64  percent)  and  the 
percentage  of  students  who  accepted  admission  is  the  high- 
est ever  (30  percent).  A record  85  students  were  admitted 
to  the  Hershey11'’  Foods  Honors  Program.  The  overall  quality 
of  the  incoming  class  rose:  SAT  scores  rose  (the  middle  50 
percent  of  freshmen  scored  between  1030  and  1210)  and 
the  percentage  of  students  in  the  top  10  percent  of  their 
high  school  class  rose  to  30  percent. 

Kent  Bamds,  dean  of  admissions  and  enrollment  man- 
agement, reports  that  the  College  “is  committed  to  provid- 
ing our  students  with  the  highest  quality  private  education 
at  a reasonable  price.  The  Class  of  2008  received  $5.8  mil- 
lion in  institutional  aid;  95  percent  of  the  class  received 
financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  scholarships,  grants, 
loans,  or  Work  Study.” 

Other  statistical  highlights:  84  percent  of  first-year 
students  graduated  from  public  high  schools;  they  earned 
504  high-school  varsity  letters;  46  students  are  CHIPs  (a 
member  of  their  family  also  attends  or  graduated  from 
Etown);  and  13  were  editors  of  their  school  newspapers  and 
15  were  editors  of  their  school  yearbook.  Sixty-eight  per- 
cent reside  in  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  and  15  percent  are 
from  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

“A  commitment  to  personal  attention  and  experien- 
tial learning  provided  by  the  College’s  faculty  sets 
Elizabethtown  apart  from  other  colleges,”  says  Bamds.  “I 
am  very  impressed  by  the  young  men  and  women  of  ’08.”

Dean  of  the  faculty  Martha  Pennington  sees  in  this 
trend  a coalescing  of  many  important  Elizabethtown  con- 
stituencies. “These  grants  are  coming  to  Elizabethtown 
College  because  the  work  of  our  faculty  with  students  is 
exemplary,”  she  says.  “Grantors  support  more  than  just  the 
buildings.

Our  faculty  are  increasingly  demonstrating  that  their  work 
is  worthy  of  these  large  contributions  and  I expect  that  we 
will  see  more  of  their  success  stories  attracting  impressive 
amounts  of  financial  support  from  these  sectors."

New  Faculty  Q&A 

Meet  Susan  Pitcher  and  Rebecca  Kercher,  both  assistant  profes- 
sors of  education , who  joined  the  College  faculty  in  the  summer 
of  2002.  Both  Pitcher  and  Kercher  are  doctoral  candidates  at 
Penn  State  University.  Pitcher  is  a graduate  of  Bloomsburg 
University  and  SUNY  at  Geneseo  and  Kercher  holds  bachelor 
and  master's  degrees  from  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Pitcher  previously  held  positions  with  Penn  State, 
bloomsburg  Area  School  District,  and  Bloomsburg  University. 
Kercher  most  recently  worked  as  an  early  childhood/elementary 
learning  consultant  at  Berks  County  Intermediate  Unit  and  as  a 
primary  teacher  in  the  Lebanon  School  District. 

In  separate  interviews  with  contributor  Heather  Hershey  '02, 
they  discuss  their  work  and  put  it  into  the  context  of  the  national 
debate  over  education — arid  reveal  a little  bit  about  what  makes 
college  professors  tick. 

What  attracted  you  to  Elizabethtown  College  J 
Kercher:  I was  attracted  to  Elizabethtown  because  of  the 
quality  of  the  education  program,  the  opportunities  for  colle- 
gial work  and  the  close  relationships  that  can  be  developed 
with  students. 

Pitcher:  I wanted  to  work  in  a college  where  teaching  was  a 
priority.  I was  attracted  to  Elizabethtown  College  because  of 
its  size  (I  would  have  more  opportunities  to  interact  with 
students)  and  because  of  its  mission  (I  believe  that  teachers 
have  a responsibility  to  “Educate  for  Service”). 

What  is  your  area  of  concentration  and  what  drew  you 
to  it? 


Kercher:  My  areas  of  concentration 
are  early  childhood  education  and 
curriculum  and  instruction.  I love 
working  with  young  children. 

Curriculum  work  allows  me  to  criti- 
cally examine  how  to  best  meet  the 
needs  of  all  learners. 

Pitcher:  My  concentration  is  lan- 
guage arts — I teach  future  teachers 
how  to  teach  reading  and  writing 
to  students.  As  literacy  skills  are 
fundamental  to  all  learning,  there 
is  a wide  range  of  materials  that  the 
students  and  I use  to  explore  the 
processes  of  learning  to  read  and  write. 

What  do  you  feel  is  the  most  important  issue  in  American 
education  today? 

Kercher:  The  debate  over  standardized  testing,  particularly 
the  “No  Child  Left  Behind"  legislation.  I’m  very  concerned 
about  whether  the  results  of  all  this  testing  is  being  used  to 
effectively  evaluate  both  students  and  teachers. 

Pitcher:  High-stakes  testing  is  destroying  the  possibilities 
of  tapping  the  potential  that  lies  within  our  classrooms. 
Teachers  will  not  be  teaching  students,  they  will  be  teaching 
test  takers.  High-stakes  testing  also  has  hurt  funding  reform 
that  is  needed  to  ensure  quality  education  for  all  students. 
High-stakes  testing  works  against  opportunities  of  equality  in 
education.  Schools  must  concentrate  on  testing  rather  than 


spending  their  time  and  funds  on  updat- 
ing resources  and  addressing  needs  of 
children  and  their  communities.  Poor 
school  districts  cannot  afford  the  conse- 
quences of  low-test  scores.  Faced  with 
loss  of  federal  funding  or  state  takeovers, 
poor  schools  have  little  choice  but  to 
teach  their  students  to  be  test  takers. 

Do  you  have  a favorite  story  about 
training  a future  teacher  at 
Elizabethtown? 

Kercher:  I have  really  enjoyed  working 
with  students  in  the  classroom,  but 
beyond  that  the  most  rewarding  experiences  have  been 
taking  pre-service  teachers  to  professional  conferences.  I 
was  fortunate  to  take  Kim  Adams  and  Jenn  Nonnemacher 
to  the  Bloomsburg  Reading  conference  as  co-presenters.  We 
presented  a workshop  session  on  scaffolding  instruction  in 
early  childhood  classrooms  using  children’s  literature.  They 
presented  the  samples  they  had  created  as  part  of  a class  with 
me.  It  was  an  exciting  experience  for  all  of  us.  Their  enthusi- 
asm and  willingness  to  learn  and  try  new  things  is  contagious. 
Pitcher:  The  most  rewarding  aspect  of  working  at  Eliza- 
bethtown has  been  the  opportunity  to  build  close 
relationships  with  students.  It  is  difficult  to  single  out  a 
favorite  story,  however,  teaching  Junior  Block  has  been  a 
great  experience.  “Junior  Block”  encompasses  all  the  educa-

Spring  2004:  Seven  Blue  Jays  Earn  All-American  Honors

The  Spring  2004  season  proved  to  be  one  of  unprecedented 
individual  success  in  the  history  of  Blue  Jay  athletics.  A 
record  seven  athletes  earned  All-America  honors  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  season,  and  one  of  them  was  also  named 
an  Academic  All-American. 

Following  the  end  of  Etown’s  baseball  season,  senior 
Brad  Duppstadt  was  named  the  Blue  Jays’  first  All-American 
in  the  sport  since  1995.  He  earned  a spot  on  the  American 
Baseball  Coaches’  Association  (ABCA)  All-America 
Second  Team  following  a season  where  he  set  program 
records  in  most  career  hits  (200),  most  career  home  runs 
(17),  most  career  at-bats  (554)  and  most  career  games 
played  (152).  Over  the  course  of  the  season,  he  led  Etown 
in  batting  average  (.403),  slugging  percentage  (.701),  on 
base  percentage  (.473),  hits  (58),  runs  scored  (41),  runs  bat- 
ted in  (37),  triples  (5),  home  runs  (9),  stolen  bases  (11),  and 
he  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  walks  (18). 
While  playing  center  field,  he  did  not 
commit  a single  error  all  season. 

Fellow  senior  Charlie  Haines 
became  the  first  Elizabethtown  College 
golfer  on  record  to  be  named  a PING 
Pre-Tournament  All-American.  Three 
golfers  from  each  region  of  the  country 
in  NCAA  Division  III  are  honored  as 
Pre-Tournament  All-Americans  prior 
to  the  NCAA  Championships.  Over 
the  course  of  the  Spring  2004  season, 
Haines  posted  an  average  18-hole 


round  score  of  76.9,  the  lowest  known 
single-season  average  in  the  history  of 
the  Etown  golf  program.  He  placed 
second  at  the  two-day  District  II  Mid- 
Atlantic  Invitational  and  won  medalist 
honors  at  the  Messiah  College  Quad- 
rangular. At  the  two-day  Glenmaura 
Invitational,  Haines  earned  All-MAC 
honors  for  the  second  consecutive  year 
with  a seventh  place  finish.  The  Blue 
Jays  finished  third  at  the  MAC  Champ- 
ionships, their  highest  conference 
championship  finish  since  1975. 

Two  members  of  the  Blue  Jay 
women’s  track  and  field  team — junior  Melissa  St.  Clair  in

The  Etown 
men’s  track  and 
field  team  saw 
three  of  its  members  earn  All-American  honors  in  four 
events  in  2004 — senior  Pablo  Callejas  in  the  triple  jump, 
first-year  Mike  Bauer  in  the  long  jump,  and  senior  Dave 
Berdan  in  the  10,000m  and  5000m — by  placing  among 
the  top  seven  in  the  nation  in  their  respective  events. 

In  late  June,  St.  Clair  capped  the  season’s  extensive  list 
of  national  honors  by  becoming  the  first  Etown  track  and 
field  or  cross  country  athlete  ever  to  be  named  a College 
Sports  Information  Directors  of  America  (CoSIDA)  Academic 
All-American.  She  earned  a place  on  the  College  Division 
Academic  All-America  Second  Team  for  both  cross  country 
and  track  & field.

Track  & Field  Takes  NCAA  Championships  by  Storm

At  this  time  six  years  ago,  varsity  track  and  field  competition 
did  not  exist  at  Elizabethtown  College.  Now,  not  only  does 
Etown  offer  men’s  and  women’s  varsity  track  and  field,  but 
both  programs  have  emerged  as  national  powers  in  2004. 

Etown  sent  six  athletes,  seniors  Dave  Berdan  and  Pablo 
Callejas,  sophomore  Jason  Patterson  and  first-year  Mike 
Bauer  on  the  men’s  side,  and  senior  Carrie  Kerna  and  junior 
Melissa  St.  Clair  on  the  women’s  side,  to  compete  in  six 
events  at  the  three-day  NCAA  Division  III  Outdoor  Track 
&.  Field  Championships  hosted  by  Millikin  University  at  the 
end  of  May.  Several  other  athletes,  including  juniors  Steve 
Sanko  and  Betsy  Burroughs,  sophomore  Erin  Lichti  and 
first-year  Lori  Havrilak,  had  also  provisionally  qualified 
for  the  NCAA  Championships  but  missed  the  final  cutoffs 
to  compete. 

Success  for  the  Blue  Jays  at  the  national  championship 
meet  came  quickly  as  Etown  produced  two  national  runners- 
up  on  the  first  day  of  competition.  Berdan  finished  second  in 
the  nation  in  the  men’s  10,000m  with  a time  of  30:42.07, 


and  St.  Clair  finished  second  in  the  nation  in  the  women’s 
10,000m  with  a time  of  36:19.96  as  both  earned  All- 
America  honors. 

On  the  second  day  of  competition,  Bauer  placed  fourth 
in  the  nation  in  the  long  jump  with  a personal  and  program 
record  distance  of  23'  9-1/2"  to  earn  All- America  honors 
as  well. 

On  the  final  day,  triple  jumpers  Pablo  Callejas  and 
Jason  Patterson  competed,  with  Callejas  earning  All-America 
honors  for  the  first  time  in  his  career  by  placing  fourth  with 
a personal  best  distance  of  46'  8-1/4"  and  Patterson  finishing 
ninth  in  the  nation  with  a distance  of  47'  9-3/4".  Berdan 
took  to  the  oval  once  again,  this  time  competing  in  the 
5000m  and  finishing  sixth  in  the  nation  to  earn  All-America 
honors  for  the  second  time  in  three  days  with  a time  of 
14:58.19. 

Kerna  competed  in  the  finals  of  both  the  100m  high 
hurdles  and  the  400m  intermediate  hurdles  on  the  final  day 
of  the  NCAA  Championships,  and  she  earned  All-America 


honors  in  both  events.  She  finished  as  the  national  runner- 
up  in  the  100m  hurdles  and,  with  a time  of  14-35  seconds, 
was  just  0.02  second  away  from  becoming  Elizabethtown 
College’s  first  individual  national  champion  in  any  sport 
since  Beckie  Donecker  in  women's  tennis  singles  in  1982. 
Kerna  also  finished  sixth  in  the  nation  in  the  400m  hurdles 
with  a time  of  1:02.81. 

At  the  conclusion  of  competition,  the  Etown  men’s 
track  &.  field  team  stood  in  a tie  for  sixth  place  in  the  nation 
in  team  scoring  with  Wisconsin-Oshkosh  with  21  points. 
The  Blue  Jay  men  had  beaten  traditional  Division  III  track 
powerhouses  like  Williams,  the  University  of  Chicago,  and 
Middlebury. 

The  Blue  Jay  women’s  track  &.  field  team  finished  in  15th 
place  in  the  nation  in  team  scoring  with  19  points,  and  they 
had  beaten  traditionally  strong  teams  like  Wisconsin-Stout, 
Wisconsii\-Stevens  Point,  Tufts  University,  and  Haverford. 

In  just  its  fifth  year  of  varsity  competition,  Etown  track  & 
field  has  come  into  its  own  as  one  of  the  nation’s  top  programs.

tion  methods  courses;  so  the  students  (about  30  each  semes- 
ter) are  in  the  same  classes  throughout  the  semester.  I love 
being  part  of  the  community  that  forms  as  a result  of  this 
closeness. 

Tell  us  something  about  a current  research  project,  either 
one  on  which  you  are  working  alone  or  one  with 
Elizabethtown  students ? 

Kercher:  My  dissertation  research  focuses  on  cooperating 
teachers’  perceptions  of  their  role  in  the  student  teaching 
experience.  I’m  interested  in  learning  about  how  teachers 
who  host  student  teachers  describe  their  role.  Do  they 
understand  themselves  as  “teacher  educators?”  Do  they 
equate  their  value  to  those  providing  foundational  courses 
in  education  on  college  campuses?  There’s  a great  deal  of 
information  about  how  student  teachers  understand  the  role 
of  their  cooperating  teachers,  but  nothing  from  the  teachers 
themselves. 

Pitcher:  I have  worked  with  several  students  involved  in 
honor  projects  or  independent  studies  that  relate  to  lan- 
guage and  literacy  learning.  Last  spring  I supervised  Liz 
Donohue’s  education  honor’s  project  (creating  cultural 
awareness  through  children’s  literature)  and  Ashley  Klees’ 
independent  study  project  (literacy  assessment).  This  fall  I 


will  continue  to  work  with  Hershey  honor  students,  Laura 
Cluggish  (second  language  learning)  and  Tama  George 
(theories  of  teaching  writing),  and  education  honor  student, 
Kari  Underkoffler  (methods  of  teaching  writing). 

If  you  could  be  confident  that  your  students  would  learn 
one  important  life  lesson  while  studying  at  Elizabethtown 
College,  what  would  you  want  it  to  be? 

Kercher:  I hope  our  students  have  a willingness  to  constantly 
reflect  on  and  evaluate  their  own  practice  in  the  classroom. 
This  is  something  we  encourage  students  to  begin  early  in 
their  education  courses,  but  takes  time  and  practice  to 
become  automatic.  It  is  important  that  students  move  from 
the  concrete  level  of  thinking  to  more  abstract  thoughts. 
Also,  students  need  to  become  comfortable  evaluating  and 
adapting  lessons  while  they  are  teaching. 

Pitcher:  To  wonder,  and  then,  to  (re)teach  children  to  won- 
der. We  remember  best  what  we  are  curious  about  learning. 

If  you  think  about  it,  we  know  that  very  young  children 
learn  through  their  inquisitiveness,  through  exploration 
and  questions.  Don’t  you  wonder  what  happens  during  the 
school  years  to  discourage  this  inquisitiveness?  Wondering 
motivates  us  to  explore  beyond  the  lfteral;  it  helps  students 
learn  beyond  memorized  facts.  Wondering  invites  critical 


thinking;  it  helps  students  ask  abstract  questions.  Wondering 
is  interactive;  it  allows  students  to  take  ownership  over  what 
I it  is  they  learn  by  helping  them  connect  new  knowledge  to 
I their  lives. 

What  do  you  enjoy  doing  outside  of  teaching? 

Kercher:  I enjoy  spending  time  with  my  16-year  old  daugh- 
ter, scrapbooking,  traveling  (favorite  places  include  London, 
the  beach  and  an  upcoming  trip  to  Hawaii)  and  playing 
hand  bells  in  the  Friedens  Lutheran  Church  hand  bell  choir 
in  Myerstown. 

Pitcher:  I enjoy  spending  time  with  my  husband,  our  three 
' children,  and  our  golden  retriever.  The  children — Jeff, 
Kristin,  and  Laura — are  grown  and  graduated  from  college.

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Former  Etown  RAs  Talk  About  Their  Experiences  in  the  Dorms: 

How  Being  an  RA  Shaped  Their  Futures

One  of  the  favorite  games  college  alumni  play  at  class 
reunions  is  to  discuss  how  much  the  college  experience 
has  changed  since  they  graduated  from  their  alma  mater  into 
the  real  world.  If  you  have  not  visited  the  Elizabethtown 
College  campus  for  several  years,  a return  trip  will  reward 
you  with  new  sights  and  sounds:  expanded  athletic,  student 
life,  and  residential  facilities,  a hole  in  the  ground  where 
the  Hoover  Business  Center  will  be  built,  the  High  Library 
chimes,  and  accents  and  languages  heard  only  infrequently 
a generation  ago. 

However,  some  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  college 
life  have  remained  unchanged:  personal  attention  given  to 
students,  the  distinctive  sense  of  community,  the  roar  of  sup- 
port  for  the  Blue  Jays,  the  alternating  fragrance  of  chocolate 
and  fertilizer... and  the  resident  assistants. 

RAs,  trained  student  workers  who  live  in  the  residence 
halls  to  assist  students  and  enforce  policy,  have  seen  their 
essential  role  change  little  over  the  years:  community  builder, 
facilitator,  friend,  counselor,  go-to  person  for  a student  in 
crisis,  and  representative  of  college  administrative  policy. 

Being  an  RA  is  more  than  just  a job  to  help  pay  the 
bills.  For  many  who  have  served  as  RA’s,  it  can  be  a life- 
changing  experience.  Some  even  use  what  they  learned 
during  "RA-hood"  in  their  careers  today.  We  asked  several 
former  Elizabethtown  RA’s  about  their  experiences: 

Patricia  Harned  ’88 

Acting  president  of  the  Ethics  Resource  Center  in  Washington,  D.C. 
RA  1985-86  and  Head  Resident  1986-88 

“When  I was  in  ninth  grade, 
my  older  sister  went  off  to  college 
— to  another  school,  not  Elizabeth- 
town,” says  Patricia  Harned.  "1 
accompanied  my  family  to  help  my 
sister  move  into  her  residence  hall 
on  her  first  day.  I remember  when 
we  arrived  in  her  room,  my  sister’s 
RA  immediately  came  to  greet  us. 
She  told  us  what  she  did  as  an  RA, 
and  I knew  then  that  no  matter 
where  1 went  to  school,  I wanted 
to  try  to  have  a similar  role.” 

Some  of  her  favorite  memories  of  being  an  RA  are: 
“walking  around  campus  with  a police  radio  as  a head  resi- 
dent on  a weekend  night,  hanging  out  in  the  RA  office  with 
the  rest  of  my  staff,  performing  as  an  RA  group  in  a lip  sync 
contest  (to  ‘Call  me  AT  by  Paul  Simon),  and  really  being 
meaningfully  mentored  by  the  director  of  residence  life, 
Dennis  Murphy.” 

For  Harned,  being  an  RA  was  not  as  easy  as  it  seemed. 

“I  was  frightfully  shy  in  college,  so  for  me  the  biggest  chal- 
lenge was  mustering  the  courage  to  lead  residence  hall  meet- 
ings with  40-plus  women — some  older  than  me — enforcing 
policy,  and  being  willing  to  assert  myself  and  take  a stand  for 
something  that  was  important  to  the  women  in  my  residence 
hall,”  she  says. 

First  and  foremost,  being  an  RA  taught  Harned  how 
to  relate  to  people.  “I  learned  how  to  approach  people  and 
strike  up  a conversation — a skill  that  now  benefits  me  greatly 
as  I have  to  network  with  leaders  and  raise  funds  to  support 
my  organization,”  she  explains.  She  also  learned  a great  deal 
about  leadership — especially  with  regard  to  communicating 
and  enforcing  standards  that  are  necessary  for  people  to  be 
able  to  coexist  and  work  together.  “As  a manager,  that’s  a 
necessity,”  she  says.  “I  also  attribute  the  beginnings  of  my 
interest  in  ethics — now  my  career — to  my  days  as  an  RA. 
Enforcing  the  alcohol  policy  made  me  think  a great  deal 
about  how  ideas  of  right  and  wrong  get  defined,  and  what 
it  is  that  motivates  people  to  live  out  their  standards.” 

Hamed’s  job  as  an  RA  influenced  her  in  what  she  wanted 
as  a career  in  more  ways  than  she  can  count.  Her  role  as  an 
RA  and  a head  resident  initially  led  her  straight  to  graduate 
school  to  study  higher  education — she  aspired  to  be  a dean 
of  student  affairs.  She  took  a job  as  an  assistant  coordinator

thing  from  being  a confidante  to  a student  on  his  hall  to  act- 
ing in  a capacity  similar  to  that  of  a police  officer.  A favorite 
aspect  of  RA  work,  however,  was  the  daily  interaction  with 
students  and  administrators.  “I  loved  learning  about  the  bal- 
ancing act  I had  to  play  in  order  to  be  a friend  while  at  the 
same  time  earning  respect,”  he  says. 

Being  an  RA  played  an  important  role  in  shaping  him 
for  the  future.  “The  work  prepared  me  to  put  myself  out  there 
in  order  to  do  the  right  thing  and  stand  up  for  what  I believe 
in,”  he  explains.  “Being  an  RA  taught  me  how  to  not  get 
‘rattled’  during  uncertain  circumstances,  to  work  hard  to 
achieve  my  goals,  and  to  understand  different  lifestyles, 
religions,  etc.  It  was  an  integral  part  of  my  becoming  a 
state  representative- and  going  to  law  school.” 

One  of  his  most  memorable  RA  moments  occurred 
during  the  Halloween  party  of  1983.  “It  was  because  of  this 
party  that  the  College’s  alcohol  policy 
changed,”  McNaughton  recalls.  After 
a party  in  one  wing  of  Ober  Hall 
involving  10-12  kegs  of  beer,  the 
entire  hall  lost  all  social  privileges. 

“I  learned  that  alcohol  consump- 
tion is  a major  problem  on  college 
campuses,”  says  McNaughton.  “But 
I also  learned  that  when  faced  with 
a problem  you  need  to  face  and  attack 
it  or  it  will  consume  you.” 

Nicki  Schuessler  ’99

“Being  an  RA  and  being  at  Elizabethtown  totally 
changed  my  life,”  says  Nicki  Schuessler. 

Schuessler  sought  out  the  RA  experience  because  she 
thought  it  would  provide  her  with  leadership  and  service 
opportunities,  as  well  as  allow  her  to  get  to  know  other 
students  better.  Her  favorite  memories  of  being  an  RA 
revolve  around  the  relationships  she  built  with  fellow  RAs, 
professional  staff,  and  the  students  in  her  charge. 

In  the  end,  it  shaped  her  interest  in  pursuing  student 
affairs  as  a career.  “I  worked  with  RAs  and  residence  life  staff 
at  Franklin  &.  Marshall  College  after  graduating  and  recently 
earned  a master’s  degree  in  college  student  personnel  from 
the  University  of  Maryland,”  she  reports. 

“On  a personal  level,  the  RA  experience  instilled  in  me 
a sense  of  self-awareness,  responsibility,  commitment,  and 
integrity,”  she  says.  “As  valuable  as  my  classroom  experiences 
were  at  Etown,  the  true  life  lessons  I learned  came  outside 
the  context  of  the  classroom.  Being  an  RA  and  having  the 
opportunity  to  interact  with  people  from  a variety  of  back- 
grounds and  beliefs,  enabled  me  to  deepen  my  thinking, 
heighten  my  awareness  of  social  issues,  and  to  become  a 
more  civic-minded  citizen.  As  a result  of  my  RA  experience,

in  grad  school.  After  graduate 
school,  she  took  a job  as  an 
assistant  to  the  dean,  again 
working  with  students  as  both 
the  Greek  advisor  and  judicial 
officer  on  campus. 

“The  experiences  I had 
then  challenged  me  to  think 
about  how  people  learn  a sense 
of  ethics,  how  cultures  like  uni- 
versities really  impact  the  stan- 
dards of  their  members,  and  how 
someone  like  me  can  influence 
the  ethical  standards  of  organiza- 
tions around  me,”  says  Harned. 

"I  eventually  studied  ethics  and 
education  for  my  doctorate. 

Today,  not  only  do  I draw  on  the 
social  skills  I learned  as  an  RA, 
but  my  observations  of  the  inner  The  ,un  side  °f  ,he  ^ 'ob 
workings  of  the  university  as  an 

organization,  the  things  I learned  about  talking  to  people 
about  rules,  and  my  interest  in  ethics  directly  tie  to  the 
career  I have.  I now  work  with  universities  and  many  other 
kinds  of  organizations  to  help  them  establish,  communicate 
and  perpetuate  a set  of  ethical  standards  for  their  members.” 

For  Harned,  being  an  RA  was  a life-altering  experience. 
"I  think  I really  found  myself  through  my  days  as  an  RA,” 
she  says. 

Jackie  Casey  Bonner  ’02

Jackie  Bonner’s  favorite  part  of  being  an  RA  was  getting 
to  know  the  40  women  residents  in  Ober  Hall  whom  she 
may  not  have  met  in  her  regular  college  activities  and  classes. 
"They  were  a fun  bunch  and  got  along  well,”  she  says.  “I  was 
lucky.”  Bonner  also  enjoyed  working  with  the  residence  life 
professional  staff  and  getting  a look  inside  the  administrative 
side  of  the  College,  which  most  students  never  see. 

The  most  challenging  aspect  of  being  an  RA  was  being 
on  duty,  explains  Bonner,  especially  on  weekends  like 
Homecoming  or  TGIS  (Thank  God  It’s  Spring).  “No  one 
wants  to  bust  a party,  especially  if  you  are  bound  to  see  a 
friend  or  classmate  there,"  she  says.  “There  is  a delicate  bal- 
ance to  be  struck  in  that  situation — enforcing  the  rules  with 
as  much  grace  and  tact  as  you  can,  because  you’ll  see  that 
person  on  campus  again  and  have  them  look  you  in  the  eye.” 

She  also  learned  about  how  to  work  in  a corporate  envi- 
ronment, how  to  work  with  others  towards  a common  goal, 
and  how  to  deal  effectively  with  people  she  did  not  particu- 
larly like.  “Jen  Maloney,  our  resident  director  and  my  boss, 
taught  me  that  providing  a little  feedback  and  showing 
appreciation  to  your  team  can  go  a long  way,”  she  says.  “Jen 
was  forever  rewarding  us  and  thinking  of  fun  activities  for  us 
to  do  as  a team  to  help  us  bond.  We  missed  her  greatly  when 
she  took  another  job  mid-year.  We  even  bought  a fish  for 
our  office  and  named  it  Jen  in  her  memory,  since  she  was 
a swimmer,”  says  Bonner. 

The  experience  of  being  a part  of  students’  lives  is 
something  Bonner  remembers  fondly.  “I  liked  it  when  one 
of  the  Ober  residents  would  point  me  out  on  campus  to  their 
friends  and  say,  ‘there  is  my  RA.’  It  made  me  feel  proud  of 
my  job.  On  move-out  day  some  of  the  girls  gave  me  hugs 
and  cried.  It  was  so  cool  to  see  that  I had  made  an  impact 
on  their  lives.”

Etown’s  campus  is  getting  busier  with  each 
year’s  rising  enrollment.

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Alumnus  Profile : Al  Granger  #85 

The  patients  of  Long  Island  dentist  Al  Granger  ’83  know  that 
he  is  a skilled  practitioner.  Some  may  even  know  that  he 
is  accomplished  enough  in  his  field  to  teach  at  the  prestigious 
Columbia  University  School  of  Dentistry.  However,  most  probably 
do  not  know  of  the  rich  and  storied  family  tradition  that  lives  on 
through  him:  he  represents  the  fourth  generation  of  his  family  to 
enter  the  field  of  dentistry  or  medicine. 

His  great-grandfather  was  originally  from  Barbados.  While 
serving  on  a freighter,  he  jumped  ship  in  Philadelphia  and  was 
eventually  taken  in  by  a Quaker  family.  He  eventually  graduated 
from  Bucknell  University  and  the  University  of  Vermont  Medical 
School  and  practiced  medicine.  He  had  six  sons:  two  became  dentists  and  three  became 
physicians,  including  Lester  Granger,  a social  worker,  who  later  became  president  of  the 
national  Urban  League  for  20  years. 

Al’s  grandfather,  a dentist,  settled  in  the  Harrisburg  area  and  built  a thriving  practice. 
His  son — Al’s  father — originally  decided  to  work  in  a local  steel  mill,  but  after  several 
months,  he  decided  his  future  lay  elsewhere.  He  enrolled  at  Elizabethtown  College.  “My 
father  had  enough  courses  to  gain  admission  to  dental  school,  except  for  one:  organic  chem- 
istry, which  was  not  being  offered  at  the  time,"  he  recalls.  “Dr.  Baugher  set  up  an  organic 
chemistry  class  just  for  my  father  so  that  he  could  go  on  to  dental  school.” 

His  father  married  a dentist — well,  actually  an  orthodontist  whose  father  was  a dentist 
— from  Long  Island,  and  they  moved  to  Glen  Cove,  where  Al  was  raised  and  where  he  lives 
with  his  wife,  Gina,  and  two  daughters.  When  it  came  time  for  Al  to  think  about  college, 
Elizabethtown  was  not  really  in  the  picture.  However,  he  visited  a college  fair,  talked  to  an 
Etown  representative,  and  visited  the  campus.  “That  was  a mistake,"  he  jokes.  “It  was 
spring,  the  campus  was  in  full  bloom,  and  the  smell  of  chocolate  was  in  the  air.  I had  to 
come.” 

Once  at  college,  he  assumed  that  he  would  become  a dentist,  too.  “There  was  never 
any  pressure  in  my  family  to  choose  this  profession,"  he  says.  “My  parents  really  told  me  to 
do  whatever  I wanted  to  do."  His  grades  suffered  in  his  first  year  as  a biology  major  (and 
class  vice  president)  but  at  the  urging  of  his  father,  he  managed  to  turn  things  around. 

"My  father  told  me  that  things  would  get  better  and  that  I should  just  suck  it  up,”  he 
says.  "I  turned  things  around  by  learning  to  become  more  efficient  with  the  use  of  my  time. 
Those  are  the  two  best  pieces  of  advice  I can  give  to  any  college  student — stay  focused, 
even  through  the  hiccups,  and  learn  how  to  use  your  time.”
